Senate Action Wise ---

The BEACON story and editorial last gies 
were catalysts in prompting the Student se ee 
Dean of Students and the communications comm} me 
to work quickly to insure the survival of the ca 
pus radio station. 

The Senate action proved to be most significant. 
While the Dean and the communications committee 
were still studying the situation, the Senate was 
formulating policies designed to alleviate hostilities 
amoung station members and reconcile grievances. 
The Senate must be praised for its wise and prompt 
action. 


The Senate responsibility does not end with the 
handing down of its decision. It must take steps 
to insure that station members adhere to its decision. 
It can do this by appointing an impartial delegate 
to oversee the rewriting of the WRIU constitution. 


The Station members cannot completely depend 
on the Senate to settle their problems. They must 
demonstrate a real interest in the welfare of the 
station by amiably settling their differences and 
ably rewriting their constitution. 


The constitution must be rewritten to avoid 
the weaknesses evident in the discarded constitu- 
tion. Responsible executive board members must be 
elected to implement the rewritten constitution and 
assure the proper functioning of the station. 


The faculty adviser should make every effort 
to monitor the station's activities by making himself 
available to the full membership and not just the 
executive board members. 


__ The administration should take steps to pro- 
vide initiative for faculty advisors whe now volun- 
tarily serve with no financial compensation,

as Senator Pell opened the ses- 
sion at the Student Union. He 
said that the Russians are well 
aware of the need to compete for 
a large share of the world’s 
marine-resources and in at least 
one instance are using their skill 
as an instrument of foreign 
policy, “Russia's advanced 
knowledge in fisheries is being 
used to win them new friends 
from the underdeveloped nations 
of the world,” he said. 

Others who appeared Monday 
morning included Mayor Ed- 
ward Harrington of New Bed- 
ford; Dr. John A. Knauss, dean 
of the URI Graduate School of 
Oceanography; John H. Horton, 
first vice-president of the Great- 
er Providence Chamber of Com- 
merce; Jacob K, Dykstra, presi- 
dent of the Point Judith Fisher- 
man’s Cooperative; Dr. William
